Business Men Are Preparing. 
Private information that has reached 
the desks of the most influential men 
in the financial and industrial world 
during the past week has inspired doubt 
in their mind of the ijnal distribution 
of the electoral vote and they are al- 
ready preparing to adjust themselves 
to any conditions that may result from 
the election. 

It is apparent from the canvass of 
the 23 States undertaken by the Post- 
Dispatch and the newspapers co-operat- 
ing with it that the socialist vote is 
drawing from both of the old parties 
dnd the Independence party has not 
developed sufficient strength to alarm 
the Republican or Democratic leaders. 

In New York there is even more un- 
certainty regarding the presidential 
situation than in any other of the so- 
called “doubtful’’ States. The canvass 
made by New York World correspond- 
ents in the up-state counties and the re- 
sult of the postal card poll in ll of the 
63 assembly districts of New York City 
and reflecting conditions existing a 
week ago, has been revised and brought 
up to date. It shows that under present 
conditions the State is in doubt and 
may be lost or won by either side dur- 
ing the next two weeks.

MISSOURI. 


(Prepared from nonpartisan estimates 
by Post-Dispatch correspondents in Mis- 
souri.) 

In 1904 Missouri gave Roosevelt a plu- 
rality of 25,137. This year, according te 
the best evidence of party leaders and 
correspondents of the Post-Dispatch, 
Missouri will give Bryan not less than 
35,000 plurality. 

The difference in the estimated vote 
this year and the vote four years ago is 
60,000. Four years ago the Republican 
vote in Missouri was 321,000 and the 
Democratic vote 296,000. These figures 
showed a Democratic decline of 563,000 
votes and a Republican gain of 2000 over 
1900, when Bryan carried the State by 
38,000. In 1896 Bryan's plurality was 59,- 
009 and the Republican vote then slight- 
ly exceeded 300,000. ° 

The forecast of Democratic victory 
this year is based on these propositions: 

1. In St. Louis, Kansas City and 
St. Joseph and other cities of the state 
business men, attorneys and financiers 
who deserted Bryan in 18% and who re- 
mained firmly against him in 1900 are 
now on record in favor of his elecfion. 
Probably not one out of 15 of the old 
“sound money’’ Democrats is support- 
ing the Republican nominee for Presi- 
dent, From this source the Democrat- 
ic party counts an increase of 15,000 
votes at the November election. 

2. Undoubtedly the stay-at-home vote 
cost the Democratic party Missouri 
four years ago. This year, the concen- 
tration of all Democratic factions on 
Mr. Bryan, supplemented by the con- 
test between Gov. Folk and Senator 
Stone for the Democratic nomination 
for United States Senator gives promise 
that the normal Democratic vote will 
be polled. The senatorial fight has a 
peculiar bearing on the presidential 
contest because of the fact that in order 
to vote for either Democratic candi- 
date for Senator the Democratic ticket 
must be voted. 

3. Republicans concede that Gov. 
Folk’s administration has strengthened 
the Democratic party in Missouri. Evi- 
dence of the Republican weakness Mes 
in the fact that the Attorney-General, 
Hadley, the Republican candidate for 
Governor, has confined his attacks to 
former Democratic administrations. 

4. Seventy-five per cent of the trade 
union vote of the State will be cast 
for Bryan, according to labor leaders. 
This total ‘vote counting all trade 
unions, amounts to probably 100,000. 
Heretofore, political leaders say, Bry- 
an has got about 60° per cent of this 
vote. 

5. No Democratic defection is re- 
ported from the country districts, so 
far as the national Democratic ticket 
is concerned. _

NUMBER OF DOUBTFUL STATES UNUSALLY LARGE. 

_ The results of the canvass reflect the earnest and impartial 
efforts of the leading newspapers in the States of Maryland, West 
Virginia, Ohio, Indiana, Wisconsin, Minnesota, North Dakota, Iowa, 
Kansas, Nebraska, Wyoming, Montana, Colorado, Utah, Idaho, 
Washington, Nevada, and California and of the St. Louis Post- 
Dispatch in Missouri and the New York World through its cor- 
respondents in New York, New Jersey and Connecticut. 

These conditions may change during the rest of the campaign 
and materially affect the indicated results, but the Post-Dispatch 
feels entirely justified in presenting the estimate given this morn- 
ing as portraying the exact situation at the present time. eee 

In compiling the accompanying table showing the probable distribution 
of the 443 electoral votes, the Post-Dispatch has placed in the doubtful col- 
umn sevetal states which may ordinarily be credited to one candidate or the 

- other, It has done so for many and varied reasons, justified by the uncer- 
_ tainty‘ regarding elements that appear to be undergoing readjustment and the 
final classification which cannot now with absolute accuracy be determined. 

- ‘WARIOUS CAUSES CONTRIBUTE TO UNCERTAINTY. 
It is this element of uncertainty that impels the Post-Dispatch to accept 


BALTIMORE, Oct: 17.—After a care- 
ful study of a thorough canvass of all 
parts of Maryland, I am convinced that 
this State will cast its vote for Taft in 
the coming election. In fact I have 
every reason to believe that the Taft 
majority will go far ahead of the com- 
monly accepted figure of 5000, and will 
reach at least 15,000, 

Maryland gave McKinley 30,000 ma- 
jority against Bryan in 1896, and gave 
him nearly 15,000 majority over the same 
candidate in 1900. Four years ago when 
the Democrats had united on Parker 
and when the Independents had lined 
up for him, the electoral vote was di- 
vided, Charles J. Bonaparte, now Attor- 
ney-General of the United States, who 
headed the Republican list, receiving 
the largest number of votes cast. 

This year the sentiment against Bryan 
is Just as strong as ever in Maryland. 
Hundreds of Democrats have openly de- 
clared for Taft and even the Demo- 
cratic managers hesitate to claim the 
State. They seem to have no heart in 
the campaign. On the other hand the 
Republicans are united and confident. 

There is not the slightest doubt that 
Maryland will be in the Taft column 7 
a big majority. 


With both candidates concentrating 
their full forces upon the voters of the 
State, there has begn some shifting 
here and there from one side to the 
other, but it has been of tentative value 
and probably will mot change the in- 
dicated result. 

In New Jersey Democratic chances 

have apparently improved during the 
past week, though the estimates report- 
ed from the 21 counties in the State in- 
dicate the success of the Republican 
ticket by a small margin—probably not 
more than 18,000. The Socialist vote is 
not expected to be as large as at first 
anticipated, and the labor vote is seem- 
ingly lining up with the Democrats and 
indicates a much closer battle for the 
State than a week ago. 
_ In Connecticut the revised estimate 
does not show any marked change as 
far as the general result is concerned, 
though the latest figures are slightly 
more favorable to the Democrats. A 
change of about 5000 votes between this 
and election day would give the State 
electoral vote to that party. 


NEW YORK.

In previous estimates a new vote of 
50,000 was considered. ‘That is eliminated 
now because registration then not com- 
pleted has since shown a falling off suf- 
ficient to counterbalance the new vote.

Indiana gave Roosevelt a plurality of 

93,944. This year, according to the best 

evidence gathered by the correspondents 

and political advisers of the Star, Taft's 
plurality over Bryan in Indiana will be 

between 20,000 and 25,000. 

The landslide to Roosevelt in 194 was 
due largely to his personal popularity, 
and the unpopularity of Judge Parker 
among the men of his own political 
faith. This year the Democrats in In- 
diana are more united than they have 
been since 1892. Many gold Democrats, 
who denounced Bryan bitterly in 1896 
and 190, are now actively promoting 
his candidacy. 

In some sections of Indiana there is 
quiet opposition to Taft on account of 





Taken as a whole, it is believed the 
estimates from Democratic chairmen 
and editors will come much nearer 
the result of the voting on Nov. 3.

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THE WHIMS OF GENIUS. 
A recently published story of Herbert Spencer 
Asked | 
to contribute a set of his works to the British 
Library of Political Science, he replied: — 

“I disapprove of free libraries altogether, the 
British Museum Library included, believing that 
in the long run they are mischievous rather than 
beneficial; as we see clearly in the case of mu- 
nicipal and local free libraries which, instead of 
being places for study, have become places for 
reading trashy novels, worthless papers, and 
learning the odds. I no more approve of free li- 
braries than I approve of free bakeries.” 

One hundred and fifty years ago this would have 
been orthodox doctrine, but in these days it can 
be considered only a crotchet or whimsy of 
genius. It is directly opposed to the theory an4 
practice of all English-blooded peoples, to say 
nothing of the Germa_3 and French, 

But great men can afford to be foolish now and 
then without losing credit. Burke could see noth- 
ing but cruelty, stupidity, malice and besotted 
savagery in the »rench Revolution. The thought 
that perhaps a great and beneficent idea was 
coming forth in the throes of France never oc- 
curred to him and his last days were saddened 
by the firm conviction that the world was plung- 
ing into the slough of anarchy. The Duke of 
Wellington denounced the English soldiers who 
fought at Waterloo as the dregs of humanity. His 
contempt for the common soldier was notorious. 
But all the men loved him and forgave this little 
fancy. Schopenhauer and Nietczhe hought > p- 
en fools of a very inferior species even among 
fools. Andrew Jacxson religiously believed that 
any man who did not believe in Andrew Jackson 
was a rascal and a traitor. 

Not any of these men were less great for their 
little follies. The world has a sure perception 
for genius and in order to get it will pardon 
a great many silly notions. Herbert Spencer 
stands among the noblest of the world’s thinkers 
and his views on free libraries do but give edge 
and piquant interest to his practical philosophy. 
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The Pittsburg millionaires have by their ex- 
ample made the simple life seem preferable even 
to Chicago. Word comes from the latter place 
that a citizen who has jyst come into $1,000,000 
can’t make up his mind to accept it finally, fear- 
ing it might wreck the happiness of his home. 
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T. ROOSEVELT: GOVERNOR OF THE WORLD.

TRUSTS AND SOCIALISM. 
John Bates Clark in Atlantic Monthly, 

The growth of those corporations to which we gtve 
the namo of “trusts” hag lessened the force of one 
stock argument against Socialism, and added a whol- 
ly new argument in its favor. The difficulty of man- 
agiug colossal enterprises formerly stood in any 
minds ag the chief consideration against sd coy 
tion of capital and industry. What man ,or what 
body of men, can possibly be wise and skillful enough 
to handle such Operations? They are now, in some 
instances, in process of handling them, and those 
who wish to change the present order tell us that 
nll we have to do is to transfer the ownership of 
them to the State, and let them continue working as 
they do at present. We have found men wise enough 
to manage the trusts, and probably, in most cases, 
they are honest enough te do so in the interest of 
the stockholders. On the questien of honesty the So- 
cialist has the advantage in the argument, for he 
will tell us that with the private ownership of capital 
made impossible by law, the temptation to dishonesty 
is removec. If the Socialistic state sould be warrant-

velt received 216,651, and Alton B. Par- 
ker, candidate of the Democratic party, 
received’ 55,187. The total vote in the 
State this fall indicated by the poll of 
congressional districts, will be 300,000. 
Of this number it is estimated that 
W. H. Taft’ will receive 152,750 and 
Bryan 116,250, with 31,000 scattered as 
follow: Debs, 20,000; Hisgen, 1000; Cha- 
fin, 10,000. Im 1990 McKinley received 
190,461 votes in Minnesota and Bryan

The increase estimated for Bryan over 
Parker is accounted for by the fact that 
his bank-guarantee plank is popular 
with the working people, with union 
men especially, and in the old Populist 
districts of the State. He is considered 
more favorably by a majority of the 
labor union men than Taft, who is gen- 
erally thought by this class to be too 
closely allied to the corporate inter- 
ests of the country. 

Bryan, on the other hand, is looked 
upon as a “giant killer,” and has suc- 
ceeded in making many people in Min- 
nesota believe that he is following more 
closely in the footprints of Roesevelt 
than Taft.

COMPANY IGNORES LAW 





Carefully Gathers Fares, but 
~ Won’t Make Report 
on Them. 





While the United Railways Co. has 
been figuring up the extra nickels it 
hag gathered in on the can’t-miss-your- 
fare cars, it has been piling up possible 
fines for itself at the rate of $500 a 
day. If it had to pay its fines as un- 
failingly as the Olive street passengers 
have to pay their fares, the city would 
by this time be something more than 
$50,000 ahead. 

Since June 30 last the company has 
been withholding the quarterly report 
on the number of trips and passengers, 
required by law to be made to the City 
Register, and due on that date for 
the second quarter of 1908. Since Sept. 
30 a similar report for the third quarter 
has been overdue. 

The fine fixed by a law more than 
2% years old, and never repealed or 
amended, for withholding these reports 
is from $5 to $500. Each day that they 
are withheld after the end of the quar- 
ter constitutes a separate offense. 

Threatens to Report. 

City Register Regan said yesterday 
that if the reports did not come in 
within a few days, he would report the 
company’s neglect to the City Counselor 
and recommend prosecution. 

“If I was City Counselor I'd make 
them report,’’ Regan declared. 

The Register wrote early in July, ask- 
ing the company why the June report 
had not been submitted. General Man- 
ager McCulloch replied that, by advice 
of its counsel, the company would make 
no further reports until the United 
States Supreme Court had decided on 
the constitutionality of the one-mill tax 
flaw. 

The one-mill tax law, which has once 
been upheld by tke Supreme Court, con- 
tains a requirement for daily reports. 
These have never been made. 

William F. Woerner, formerly Asso- 
ciate City Counselor, who prepared the 
l-mill tax law, said Friday that the 
controversy over that law in no way af- 
fected the old law requiring quarterly 
yreports, 

| Upheld by Supreme Court. 

“The quarterly reports,” said Mr. 
Woerner, “are required by an entirely 
different ordinance (section 1889 of the 
Revised Cofle). This has béen in force 
for many years. As long ago as 1886 
the BroadwWay line, then an independent 
company, resisted the enforcement of 
that ordinance, but the Supreme Court 
of Missouri upheld its validity. Ever 
since then the quarterly reports have 
been filed with the register, until about 
six months ago. 

‘The ordinance involved in the milt- 
tax case requires a daily report, so as 
to assure the city of getting its full 
due. This ig in pursuance of the city’s 
power to license and tax. The com- 
pany has never complied with it, and 
probably will not until the motion for a 
rehearing, now pending in the United 
States Supreme Court, is overruled. 

“But the quarterly report, which the 
company now refuses to make, is an 
entirely different requirement, based on 
the city’s police power, and, as I said, 
has been upheld long ago and observed 
until recently. 


Company Seeks Rehearing. 

“It is obvious that the mere fact 
}that the ordinance requiring daily re- 
ports is still subject to attack has noth- 
ing to do with the company’s obligation 
to make the quarterly reports under 
the other ordinance, which is a wholly 
independent one.” 

The 1-mill tax law requires the com} 
pany to pay the city one-tenth of a cent 
for every passenger carried, instead of 
the old tax based on the numbers of 
cars run. The United States Supreme 
Court sustained the law last May, but 
has not passed on the company’s mo- 
tion for a rehearing.

Postmaster Wyman Will In- 
struct Teachers and Pupils 
in Mail Rates. 





A PROPER ADDRESS 





Little Ones Frequently Incur 
Penalties by Violation 
of Rules.

Postmaster Wyman and Assistant 
Postmaster James L. Stice have begun 
a campaign of postal education among 
tl» school children of St. Louis on 
orders from ‘Postmaster General Meyer. 
Arrangements are being made with 
Supt. Blewett te have a certain amount 
of time each week in all schools de 
voted to instructions in postal laws and 
the proper manner of addressing letters. 

By this means the Postoffice Depart- 
ment hopes to experience immediate 
beneficial results which will facilitate 
a proper handling of the mails. The 
full time of several clerks in the St. 
Louis postoffice is employed in supply- 
ing *proper addresses for misdirected 
letters, and in correcting many mis- 
takes made by persons failing to place 
the proper amount of postage on matter 
mailed. 

Supt. Blewett. has given Postmaster 
Wyman assurances of his support in 
the campaign of postal education, and 
Postmaster Wyman has ordered from 
Washington 5000 copies of, postal laws 
condensed. These will be distributed 
among the teachers and pupils, and 
more will be ordered as ‘they are 
needed. 

Classes of Matter. 

It is not improbable that Postmaster 
Wyman and Assistant Postmaster Stice 
will deliver a number of talks to school 
children on postal laws.* 

The information in which the children 
are to receive instruction comprises the 
different classes of mail matter and the 
amount of postage required for each; 
the proper manner in which to make 
application for money orders; how let- 
ters should, be addressed; what matter 
is not mailable;-and in a general way 
what constitutes a violation of the 
postal laws. 

The Postoffice Inspection Department 
investigates each month many cases in 
which letters are enclosed with mer- 
chandise which is sent un@er the latter, 
a cheaper classification. When evi- 
dence of this violation is found it is 
the duty of the inspector to collect a 
fine of $10 for the violation or to ar- 
rest the person who sent the package. 
Frequently it has been found that a 
small child was guilty ef the viola- 
tion.

of the murder of Mrs. Thompson. The 
woman who furnished the first link was 
Mrs. Luman C. Mann, now known: as 
Maud Shank. While the “police sstill 
were baffled by the mystery of the 
murder she repeated to them a boast, 
which she said her former husband had 
made to her shortly before the body of 
Mrs. Thompson was found. 

Tears came into the young woman’s 
eyes as she recalled bitter incidents of 
her life with Mann. She had just ar- 
rived at the store of the Chicago Fruit 
and Candy Co., 68 Randolph street, from 
her home, 344 Erie street. She lives with 
her sister, Irene. She is pretty, with 
waving brown hair and wide blue eyes 
that are almost childish. 

“Trene was with me the night we met 
Luman at Riverside Park,’’ continued 
the former Mrs. Mann. “I remember it 
was June 27, because the discovery of 
Mrs. Thompson’s body was on the Tues- 
day following that Saturday—and Lu- 
man’s name was mixed up in that in 
the newspapers at the time because 
jewelry checks were found in her room 
giving the addresg of the Manns in Oak 
Park.”’ 

Miss Shank—the young woman’s maid- 
en name, was restored to her by the 
divorce proceeding—interrupted her nar- 
rative with an impassioned gesture. 


Denies Jealousy Is Her Motive. 

“Oh, I would never tell all this had I 
not been placed in a wrong light. I am 
not the jealous divorced wife I have 
been painted. I do not love Luman. 

“I don’t think I ever did love him. I 
know so much of his- badness, how he 
forced his sister Ida, when she was only

“He did the same thing himself to get 
money till his father finally had to order 
the banks not to honor checks bearing 
his or his wife's name without proof of 
genuineness.

Striking bits of evidence which will be 
offered at the preliminary hearing of 
Guy Rasor tomorrow to prove that he is 
another Chester Gillette and is guilty 
of the murder of Ora Lee, the pretty 
match factory girl; who in lfe and 
death was another “Billy” Brown. 

As in the case of Chester Gillette and 
his sweetheart, Guy Rasor, the author- 
ities believe, had tired of Ora Lee. 

A long drawn out love story which 
had passed the point where the man 
continued to care, but to which the 
woman clung madly, desperately, jeal- 
ously till she became a millstone around 
the neck of the man who had quit, till 
she drove him to desperation—this the 
theory accepted now even* by the 
friends of the accused man. 

Sheriff Hutchinson and Prosecuting 
Attorney McClure after a complete in- 
vestigation lasting several days during 
which every possible clew was run 
down and disproved are now positive in 
their belief. 

“We have absolutely exhausted every 
other possibility,” thé officials said. 

The police theory is that Miss Lee 
was killed while riding in a buggy 
with a male friend. The principal 
clew that led to the detention of Guy 
Rasor is the fact that along the road 
where the murder was committed are 
plainly seen the tracks of a horse 
with one shoe missing. An examina- 
tion of the stables at the Rasor home 
disclosed the fact that one of Rasor’s 
horses has a shoe missing from one of 
its front feet, and that one of the 
rims of the rear wheel of the buggy 
is bent, which the traeks along the 
scene of the murder clearly showed.

“T am glad that the church, so ably 
represented around this festal board, al- 
ways bears in mind its relations to the 
Government. 

“Speaking as a citizen, I felicitate the 
Catholic church on the progress and 
the record that it has made. The cere- 
monies of tomorrow will mark a new 
epoch in the histery of the church in 
the Mississippi Valley and frem_ the 
standpoint of a citizen I wish it Ged- 
speed.”’ 

Julius S. Walsh then introduced Arch- 
bishop Ierland, whose striking address 
has already been quoted from. 

Prelate From Australia Speaks. 

Before the address of Archbishop Johan 
J. Glennon, which was to end the speak- 
ing, Festus J. Wade introduced twe 
prelates who were not announced on the 
program. The first was Archbishop 
Kelly of Sydney, Australia. Archbishop 
Kelly said that in America the Catho- 
lics sheuld not allow differentiation in 
the scheol system.

HIS MIND A BLANK 





Detectives Work on Conspir- 
acy, but Motive Is Not 
‘ Cleared Up.

HOUSTON, .Tex., Oct. 17.—After five 
months, during which it was generally 
believed that J, E. Webb, millionaire oil 
eperator, had been lost at sea, he has 
been taken from the bowels of the earth. 
The circumstances under which he dis- 
appeared have led to the belief in & 
conspiracy, and Pinkerton detectives 
have ascertained that the man was 
drugged in Housten, carried to a small 
place near St. Louis and held there un- 
der an armed guard for a long time. He 
escaped, but all the time that inter- 
vened between his abduction and his re- 
turn to his former self was a blank. 
He did not know what had happened, 
and feared to return. 

Finding employment in a mine in Jop- 
lin, Mo., he wielded a shovel and held 
a drill as a common workman for 
weeks. His memory, at times good as 
to events in his past life, was again a 
blank. Finally he was identified by the 
owner of the adjacent mine, J. H. Put- 
nam. Mrs. Webb was notified and she 
in turn took into her confidence a num- 
ber of oil operators. 


Clothes Found in Bath House. 

At the head of a posse of Texans 
she traveled North, rescued her husband 
from his peculiar position and has re- 
turned with him to Houston. Detectives 
are still at work upon the case and he 
is being guarded night and day. 

His disappearance was from Houston 
—that much has been ascertained. To 
‘cover their tracks the conspirators are 
said to have carried his clothes to Gal- 
veston and,left them in a bathhouse 
where they were found. 

Affidavits were obtained from the boy 
who was. supposed to have. sold the 
bath ticket, and from a young woman, 
who believed she had seen Webb in the 
surf, to support the contention of death 
by drowning. An attempt was made to 
coHect his life insurance, held in the 
New York Life Insurance Co. Payment 
was refused. 


Wife Offered 35000 Reward. 

Mrs. Webb offered a reward of $5000 
for information leading to the discovery 
of her husband, or of his body. He was 
trailed to the private asylum, where, 
it is said, he was held under guard and 
kept in a semi-conscious condition by- 
the use of drugs. 

“I don’t remember a thing that hap- 
pened after I drove to Houston from 
Humble on the night of June 19 last,” 
said Mr. Webb, “until I found myself on 
the public road near Joplin, Mo. I was 
in a sorry plight and weeks had 
elapsed.”’

PASTOR'S FAMIL 


Church Organist, Fined $100, 
Will Publicly Ask Congre- 
gation’s Forgiveness, 


WROTE MANY NOTES

Warned the Rev. W. W. Hen- 
ry of Pawnee, IIl., to 
Leave Town.

PAWNEE, Ill, Oct. 17.—Fined $100 in 
the Federal Court at Springfield today 
after she had pleaded guilty to a charge 
of sending anonymous letters te the 
Rev. W. W. Henry, pastor of the First 
M. E. Church here, Miss Laura Hen- 
shie, 21 years old, former church or- 
ganist, has announced that she will 
make a public confession before the 
congregation at the close of services 
tomorrow morning and will ask their 


forgiveness. She will repeat the con- 
fession later at the Bdworth League 
meeting. 

The letter which resulted in the 
charge against Miss Henshie was one 
of a series of anonymous communica- 
tions received by the pastor, in which 
he was warned to teave the community 
on penalty of harm to his family. She 
confessed that she was the author of 
the following: 

“You are hereby notified that un- 
less you leave this town in six 
* months your wife and children will 

be murdered in your presence. We 

are from the West and know you 
damn well,’’ 

That letter we~ received by the Rev. 
Mr. Henry in April. Another was re- 
ceived two months later. Between 
April and June came seven anonymous 
postal cards, all warning him to leave. 

Miss Henshie was organist in the 
church at that time, and the preacher 
suspected her. He forced her to retire 
from the choir, and later brought a 
formal charge against her. 


Wrote Letters to Board. 

Anonymous letters declaring that Mr. 
Henry was not a fit person for a pas- 
torate also were received by the Gen- 
eral Board of the Methodist Church 
They were turned over to the postal 
authorities, and when inspectors accused 
Miss Henshie she broke down and con- 
fessed. 

“The devil must have been in me,” 
was the only explanation she offered. 

Before she was arraigted in the Fed- 
eral Court this morning the minister 
said he had forgiven her and asked the 


out prosecution, They declined to do 
so. 


Her father was in court when she 
pleaded guilty and he paid her fine. She 
wept bitterly as she acknowledged her 
guilt. Judge Humphrey made no com- 
ment when he imposed sentence, but he 
looked pityingly at the hysterical pris- 
oner. 

Mr. Henry has been pastor of the 
Methodist Chureh here for four years. 
When he came to Pawnee from Mechan- 
icsburg he found the congregation dis- 
rupted by factional troubles, and he 
blames these conditions for Miss Hen- 
shie’s strange attack upon lfm. 

"The church feud was ef long stand- 
ing -and when I took the pastorate I 
endeavored to bring the warring fac- 
tions together,” he said tonight to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter after he had 
heard that Miss Henshie had been fined 
and that she would make a public plea 
for forgiveness. 

Pastor Forgives Her, 

‘‘In my efforts to bring peace I invol- 
untarily embroiled myself in the strife 
and incurred the enmity of one of the 
factions, of which Miss Henshie wag a 
member. I do not care to discuss the 
nature of the trouble now. 

“So far as Miss Henshie is concerned, 
I feel no enmity toward her.

Probably They Will Not Meet 
Again Until After 
the Election.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 17.~What is be- 
lieved will be the last political confer- 
ence of the campaign between William 
H. Taft, the Republican candidate for 
President,,and his foremost champion, 
President Roosevelt, will take place at 
the White House tomorrow. 

Judge Taft’s last speech in the South 
was at Richmond, Va., tonight. He will 
arrive in Washington at 8 o’clock Sun- 
day meérning, but he wfll remain in his 
private car a few hours in order to ob- 
tain much-needed rest. 

Mr. Taft has accepted the President’s 
invitation te breakfast at the White 
Heuse at 9 a. m. After that they will 
discuss the different phases of the po- 
litical situation. 

President Reosevelt, 





it is understood, 


will advise the candidate to devote a 


large part of the speeches he intends 
making in New York to a discussion of 
the things for which Gov. Hughes 
stands. President Roosevelt believes 
Judge Taft should link his fortunes as 
a candidate as closely with those of Gov. 
Hughes as possible. 
Will Attend Church. 

Together the President and Judge 
Taft will attend religious services at All 
Seuls Unitarian Church. The Rev. 
Ulysses G. Pierce, pastor, will deliver 
the sermon. 

This is the same church that Presi- 
dent John Quincy Adams attended 
while he was President. Edward 
Everett Hale, chaplain of the Sen- 
ate, occupfes the pulpit about once a 
month during the sessions of Congress. 
Mr. Taft has regularly attended this 
church ever since he has been in Wash- 
ington. 

Judge Taft will again be the guest of 
the President and Mrs. Roosevelt at the 
White House for luncheon at 1:30 p. m. 

After luncheon it is the purpose of 
the President to get Judge Taft out into 
the country for a walk, a drive or a 
horseback ride, where the possibilities 
of interruption will be substantially nil. 
It may be they will go: to Fort Meyer 
and sechidé themselves /in Quarters No. 
1, the house tn which Gen. Bell, Chief of 
Staff, lives. That was the home of 
Secretary Taft before he gave up office. 
It is on a military reservation, and ev- 
erybody can be kept away by sentries. 

Mr. Taft will leave Washington at 
midnight for his tour through the East, 
after which he will turn westward to- 
ward Ohio, where his stumping tour 
will terminate on Wednesday night. 

At Richmond Mr. Taft spoke in the 
opera house where he had, he said, de- 
livered his first political speech in the 
South. Senator William Alden Smith 
and Leslie M. Shaw held forth in the 
auditorium. Judge Taft again made the 
points he yesterday brought out at Chat- 
tanocoga. 

Appeals to “Inteligence.” 

“If the South wants political influence 
she has got to exercise intelligence in 
the discharge of her pelitical duty,” he 
said. 

He indicated the kind of intelligence 
he meant this way: 

‘‘Ask yourselves where would be your 
cotton manufacturers, your tebacce in- 
dustry and your furniture factories if 
the Republican policy of prptection were 
departed frem.!’ 

‘How is it,” he pressed, “that our 
Democratic friends can go on voting one 
way and hoping to God that something 
would happen to make their votes count 
for nothing? There comes a time when 
you can run adhererjce to traditions into 
the ground, and I ‘think that time has 
come now.” 

A brief stop was made at Reldsville 
befere the expedition reached the State 
of Virginia and the city ef Danville.

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LARGEST SHARK CAUGHT IN. PACIFIC 
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SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 17.—Along the 
Pacific Ceast sharks eften attain a very 
large size. Recently a monster shark 


was captured in San Pedro Bay, Seuth- 
ern California, which is declared to be 
the largest creature ef its kind ever 
captured in the workd. 

When first drawn out ef the water 
and killed this veritable sea monster 
weighed more than 14,000 peunds. It 
measured from tip te tip just 82 feet, 
and the circumference of the bedy just 
forward of the huge dorsal fin was 1b 


feet. Across the fearful mouth—hori- 
zontally—when opened, it was 2% feet, 
while from the tip of the snout te the 
point of the lower jaw. it was 0% feet. 
The size of the meuth may be judged 
by the photegraph—being large enough 
for two children. te be comfortably #eat- 
ed on the lower jaw. 

This monster shark became entangled 
in the net of two Italian fishermen, 
which resulted in its capture finally.

Two Years in Developing. 

The new rules did not give full evi- 
dence of their true value during the past 
two years because * the inability of the 
coaches to completely grasp their use- 
fulness.

Many of 
the old-time trainers were not only slow 
to move forward, but failed entirely to 
make adequate use of these new and 
widened opportunities.

Geheim Rat Prof. Dr. Wilhelm von 
Leube of the University of Wurtzburg, 
one of the most distinguished physi- 
cians in the world, and Known as one 
of the greatest living authorities on 
diseases of the digestive organs, will be 
the guest of the medical department of 
Washington University for three days 
this week. 

The title “Geheim Rat’’ means privy 
counselor. It 1s a title of considerable 
distinction in the German Empire, and 
signifies that the holder was appointed 
by special royal letters patent. Dr. von 
Leube was appointed by the King of 
Bavaria. 

Dr. Von Leube is expected to arrive 
in this city tomorrow. In the evening he 
will be the guest of honer at a ban- 
quet. at the Planters to be given jointly 
by the faculty of the medical depart- 
ment of Washington University and the 
Verein Deutscher Aertzete. 

On Tuesday evening the distinguished 
guest will deliver a public lecture on 
tuberculosis at Memorial Hall, Nine- 
teenth and Locust streets, and on 
Wednesday he will deliver cTinical lec- 
tures before the faculty and students 
of the Washington University medical 
department at the University Hospital, 
Jefferson and Lucas avenues. 

Dr. von Leube will sail from New 
York Saturday. He was one of the 
two German physicians commanded 


by the Kaiser tc attend the recent In- 
ternational Congress at Washington, 
D. Cc. The other was the famous Dr. 
Robert Koch, 

Since the congress adjourned Dr. 
von Leube has visited Philadelphia, 
Johns Hopkins University, Harvard, 
the New York College of Physicians 
and Surgeons, and McGill University 
at Montreal,-at all of which places he 
has been the recipient of distinguished 
honors, 

Dr. von Leube’s writings are au- 


tthoritative on diseases of the digest- 


ive organs und his presence in St. 
Louis for three days is looked for- 
ward to eagerly by the profession.

Taft Didn’t Stir Them. 


The point is, Lincoln won't get excited 
about a presidential candidate, Mr. Bry- 
an, Mr. Taft or anybody else, and you've 
got to understand this to understand 
Lincoln’s attitude toward Mr. Bryun.

Samuel Bachman, a Russian immi- 
grant, is held incommunicado in the City 
Jail on orders of United States Immi- 
gration Inspector es« R. Dunn, 
charged with being an anarchist. If the 
charge is sustained upon investigation 
by Inspector Dunn, Bachman will be de- 
perted to Canada and refused re-admis- 
sien into the United States. 

Bachman, who is a tailor,,waa secret- 
ly arrested in Belleville Friday night on 
a warrant issued by the Secretary of 
Cemmerce and Labor in Washington. He 
was placed in the City Jail by Inspector 
Dunn at midnight Friday. . 

According to evidence Inspectors Dunn 
says he has procured, Bachman came 
to the United States frem Canada last 
March. Before going to Canada he 
had been in England several years, and 
had gone there from Russia. 

The immigration officers say Bachman 
Genies he is an anarchist, but that he 
has made a statement to the effect that 
he does not believe in organized govern- 
ment and that he believes éverybody 
should work for everybody else without 
compensation. 

The immigration officials charge that 
Bachman has taught the “principles of 
anarchy” among his associates in Belle- 
ville, but say they have no evidence of 
him having made any threats againet 
the rulers of any countries.. Bachman 
has no attorney, and none of his friends 
have communicated with him.

New Missouri Primary Law 
Gives People Direct Choice 
at Polls. 





DUTY OF LEGISLATURE 





Commissioners Hope for Hon- 
est Returns, Though There 
Are No Penalties. 


- | 

At the election Nov. 3 the voters of 
Misypuri will, for the first time in the 
history of the State, decide who shall 
be their United States Senator. 

This popular selection ef the State's 
representative in the upper branch of 
Congress is made possible by the new 
senatorial primary law which has its 
first practical test in Misseuri at the 
coming general election. _ 

The new statute provides that, if the 
senatorial candidate on any ticket re- 
ceives a Majority of the votes cast by 
his party in the state, he shall be his 
party’s caucus nomines. 

While it is said that there can be no 
légal obligation on the legislators to act- 
cept the verdict of the people as te the 
senatorship, most ef the candidates for 
the Legislature have agreed to abide by 
the result of the primary, and it is felt 
that they will be morallly bound to elect 
the man who obtains a majority ef his 
party’s votes. 

This does not mean, of course,, that if 
a Demecratic candidate receives more 
votes from his party than his Repub- 
lican apponent receives from Repub- 
licans, the Republican legislators wil) be 
expected to support the Democrat. But 
the Republicans are morally obliged te 
vote for the Republican candidate who 
gets the highest number of votes in his 
party. , 

Legislative Candidates. 

This condition makes it necessary for 
Democrats whe wish the Senator te be 
chosen from among the aspirants on 
their ticket to vote for Democratic legis- 
lative candidates. It is not enough, for 
instance, merely to indicate which of the 
Democratic senatorial candidates is pre- 
ferred. The voter must in addition cast 
his ballot for the legislative candidates 
of his party with a view of electing 
legislators who will fulfill his wishes in 
respect to the senatorship. 

Many voters of both parties are under 
the tmpression that if a particular sena- 
torial candidate carries a given legisla- 
tive district, the representative of that 
district must vote for the aspirant indi- 
cated as the choice of his constituents. 

This ts not the case. The votes of 
the State at large are te decide which 
candidate shall be the caucus nomjnee 
ef any party and ,the legislators of that 
party must accept that decision. 

St. Louis, for example, might réturn a 
majority of the Democratic vote against 
Gov. Folk, but under the primary law 
the Democratic legislators would be 
compelled to give him their support in 
the caucus and in the Legislature. That 
is true also as te the Republican candi- 
dates. 

If the Democrats are In contro] ef the 
Legislature, they will be expected to 
elect the senatorial candidate who has 
a mafority of their party’s votes at the 
primary. If the Republicans have a ma- 
jority on joint ballot In the Legislature, 
they are under a moral ‘obligation to 
choese the candidate who got the high- 
est number of Republican votes. 

What Law Forblids. 

Cemplicatiens will arise, it fs sald. 
from the misunderstanding cf voters 
who think they can substitute on thé 
Democratic ballot the name of a Repub- 
Nean candidate for the senatorship, or 
the reverse. 

This ts forbidden by the primary 
law. The choice of Democrats who 
want to participate In the nomination 
of a Senator will be limited to the 
names on the Democratic balloh The 
same is true of Republicans. 

For instance a Republican who 
wishes to vote for all the candidates 
on his party’s ticket, with the excep- 
tion of the United States Senator, can- 
not “scratch” the names of the sev- 
eral Republi¢an aspirants and add 
that of Gov. Folk. .If that is done by 


either a Democratic or Republican 
voter bis ballot will be wasted. 
The name of no person whose name

Rominten is a remarkable place. In its 
..’ mature and surroundings it is perhaps 
—~ the remotest place in the German Em- 
pire. There is no town of any impor- 
tance near it. The village consists of 
only thirty or forty huts, in which game 
"" keepers and woodmen live. 

Part of the 80,000 acres in the deer park 
lie on the other side of the Russian 
frontier. More than 70,000 acres is cor- 
ered with the densest forests of pine and 

© fir. In places these woods are almost 

primeval in grandeur and naturalness. 

All sorts of deer are there, and the 
greatest care is taken by selection to 
obtain a breed with magnificent antlers. 
The Emperor dislikes to shoot a beast 

_ that has not a splendid pair of horns. 
Bear, Elk, Boars. 

Besides deer, there is a small herd of 
elk. _Bears are only rarely hunted in 
Rominten, and everything done to in- 
crease the herd has failed. A smal! 
prown bear affords fine sport. A year 
ago there was shot on the heath a wolf, 
which is believed to have been the last 
one in Europe outside Russia. The 
‘Emperor was overjoyed when his head 

A keeper sent him the beast. Its vicious 
tread now adorns the palace walls at 
Potsdam. : 

The house at Rominten in which the 
Emperor lives was until recently a plain 
log hut, a little bigger than the ordi- 
mary hut occupied by the peasants of 
the neighborhood. It was built 20 years 
ago for the transaction of the judicial 
business of the parish and is still known 
in the neighborhood as the “palace of 
justice.”’ 

When the Emperor first occupied it 
only three rooms were available—on® 
for him, another for his adjutants and 
a third for the servants. Year by year 
it has been added to, until now it is a 
long, irregular mixture of wooden 
houses and huts, picturesque in its way, 
but with nothing imperial about it.

Hero Patterned After Real 
Marquis Which Paris 
Remembers.

PARIS, Oct. 17.—Bernstein, the play- 
wright, has achieved the most magnifi- 
cent success of his career with his new 
play, ‘“‘Israel,’’ which, as presented by 
Rejane, is the frankest handling of the 
Semetic question yet introduced to the 
public. It is a reply to the Anti-Semites 
in a tremendously dramatic situation. 

The story centers in Prince Crouchy, 
an aristocratic young leader of 
anti-Semites, particularly among the 
members of the fashionable jockey 
clubs, of which the Hebrew, Gutlieb, 
a brilliant and distinguished Hebrew, is 
a member. The Prince insolently forces 
a quarrel upon Gutlieb, and a duei is 
arranged. Then the Duchess Crouchy 
steps in to forbid the meeting. 

When the Prince demands an ex- 
planation, the Duchess in a most poig- 
nant scene reveals to him that the 
Prince is the son of Gutlieb. Mad with 
despair, -the young man first deter- 
mines to become a monk, but later, 
unable to endure his humiliation, com- 
mits suicide. 


Modeled After Social Favorites. 
The interest of the play is heightened 


by the fact that the character of the 
Prince is plainly modeled upon that of 
the celebrated Marquis de Mores. The 
actor's makeup points the inference 
and the play abounds with veiled ref- 
erences to well-known persons in Paris, 
with dialogue of the most hard-hitting 
variety on questions social and politi- 
cal, 

There is a singular story connected 
with the play. Bernstein had written 
another play, which had been accepted 
by Rejane, and was in rehearsal. One 
day while they were working together 
over a scene the author exclaimed: 

“Ah! There is a play I hope to write 
some day.”’ 

In response to Rejane’s questions he 
rapidly sketched the main scene, 
whereupon the actress enthusiastically 
exclaimed: 

“T accept it on the spot. Write it at 
once. We will withdraw this play and 
begin rehearsals immediately on _ the 
other.”’ 

“In the face of Bernstein’s success, 
the old school of writers insist that he 
does not even know the business of 
the dramatic. He nevertheless knows 
how to catch and hold public interest. 
His style is full of force, even wolence, 
and with the wonderful acting of Re- 
jane to bring it out, every finest shade 
of meaning is made clear.

Zola adopt- 
ed the children and breught them up as 
if they were her own. They repaid her 
with most deveted affection. 

The Zola-Le Blond wedding was sol- 
emnized in the Town Hall, Dr. Mare- 
chal, Deputy Mayor, performed the cere- 
mony and after it, made a long address, 
eulogizing Zola, sketching his heroines 
and declaring that all their best quali- 
ties are united in the bride. 

After Zola's trial, Dr. Marecha] formed 
the League of the Knights of Man. So 
it is understeod easily that he spoke 
with elequence and emotion at the wed- 
ding. 

The. bridegroom, Le Blond, employed 
in the department of Premier Clemen- 
ceau, is a talented young orator and

The Scottish officials’ indignation 
was intensified on hearing that at the 
next stopping place the King got out ef 
the train, received the local repre- 
sentatives and kissed a little girl who 


| had presented him with a bouquet. 


The cause of the King’s affront to 
Edinburgh was bitterly canvassed and 
it was finally explained by a state- 
ment that 40 years ago when he went 
there as the Prince of Wales shortly 
aftér his appearance in the celebrat- 
ed Mordaunt divorce suit—at which 
gossips loved to say, “He perjured 
himself like a gentleman”—he was 
hooted in the streets.’ He then swore 
that when he ascended the throne he 
would be revenged on Edinburgh and 
Scotland.

Cattle receipts this week have been.

Judge Allen Sustains Demurrer in 
Case Charging Culpable 
Negligence. 


In the case against John Newbauvuer, 
a chauffeur, charged with culpable 
negligence in running down Eddie Dean 
at Laclede and Spring avenues last 
June. Judge Allien of the Criminal 
division of the Circuit Court yesterday 
handed down a decision that to con- 
vict, in such cases, it is necessary for 
the State to prove that the careless- 
ness and negligence is “intentional.”’

ILL TO ABOLISH 
GRADE CROSSIN 
AIDED BY BATE 


Counselor Finds City Has the 
Power to Order Depres- 
sion of Tracks. 


OPPOSED IN COUNCIL 


But Basis of Fight Has Been 


Removed by. Official’s 
Opinion. 


The City Ceuncil’s opposition to the 


bills compelling the railroads to de- 
press their tracks at Tower Grove sta- 
tion will be removed, it is expected, by 
the City Counselor's decision that the 
city has the power to pass and enforce 
such ordinances. 

Advocates of depressing the tracks 
instead of the streets as a means of 
abolishing the grade crossing at Tower 
Grove are now hopeful; that the three 
bills pending in the Council will receive 
a safe majority in both branches of the 
Municipal Assembly. 

City Counselor Bates reports that he 
has scrutinized the bills and finds that 
not only do they contemplate a legiti- 
mate exercise of the city’s police pow- 
ers, but that in addition they are not 
such legislation as must emenate from 
the Board of Public Improvements. 


Third Attempt in Two Years. 
Members of the City Council have 


put their opposition to the bills on the 
ground that they should have been ini- 
tiated by the Board of Public Improve- 
ments. That was the contention of 
Councilmen Crunden, Norvell] and Lam- 
bert, 


The Real Estate Exchange had at- 
torneys prepare the bills which are 
now before the Council. It was con- 
tended tliat these bills were illegal 
because they did not conie ffom the 


Board of Public Improvements. Chair- | 


man Ewing of the Railroads Commit- 
tee of the Council submitted them to 
City Counselor Bates. 

No change in the present grades of 
Tower Grove avenue, Old Manchester 
road or Park avenue is contemplated 
in the bills. They direct simply that 
the railreads shall lower their tracks 
between Chouteau avenue and King’s 
highway so that at Tower Grove av- 
enue they will be 20 feet below the 
grade of the street. Viaducts must 
then be built at the expense of the 
railrouds. 


Autherizes No Public Work, 

As tne bills put the cost of the im- 
provement on the railrgads instead of 
the city, no public work is authorized 
and consequently the duty of inaug- 


urating the legislation does not neces- 
sarily devolve on the Board of Public 
Improvements. 

The Municipal Assembly’s action on 
the ,Fower Grove bills will affect the 
scheme for building a‘subway under 
Mill Creek Valley at Compton av- 
enue. Members of the Real Estate 
Exchange have announced that they 
will oppose the:subway and insist on 
a viaduct, together with a depres- 
sion of the tracks. 


BRYAN CHANGES HIS PLANS 
IN ORDER 10 STOP AT HOME 


Makes Two Speeches at Omaha, 
Specially Dealing With 
Trust Questions. 


OMAHA, Neb., Oct. 17.—This was a 
quiet day for W. J. Bryan. He had 
been scheduled to travel east over the 
Union Pacific from Denver, but at the 
last minute decided that he wanted to 
stop at Lincoln on the way to Omaha, 
so he took the Burlington. 

Nobody knew he was on the train

| The New. Transfer Palauan 


(PATENTS PENDINC) 


DIRECTIONS 


Lay the design you wish to transfer face dowa 
ward, on any flat surface, and dampen the back with 
water until the outlines of the design show clearly 
through the paper. A wet cloth will serve the pur- 
pose of dampening, but a small sponge is better. 
Spread the material on which you wish to transfem 
the design on the table or on any'smooth, hard sur- 
face; lay the dampened design, still face downward, 
on the material, cover it with a dry sheet of thidg 
paper or several folds of a newspaper, and rub witli 
2 slight pressure, using a handkerchief or dry 
cloth, until the design is entirely transferred. Dure 

# ing the rubbing you may readily see whether enough 

| pressure is being applied by lifting a corner or end 

“— of-the design and noting how it is taking. 

| The whole process is very simple and, after » 
trial or two, you should be able to make a perfect 
transfer to any kind of goods. Do not wet the 
transfer sheet too much. Do not wet the material, 
and do not*rub the face of the design with wet or 
damp fingers. 

Several transfers may be made from the same 
design, it being only necessary to redampen the back 
of the design sheet for each additional transfer. 
The design may be readily removed from the ma- 
terial by washing the material in warm water and 
a little-soap. The ink with which the transfers are 
printed is absolutely harmless, and will not injure 
the finest fabric. 

Cover or cut out letters in making the transfers 
to goods. 





Descriptions 


The work bag (No. 1) is made of a heavy ma- 
terial, and can be lined if desired. Stamp the 
| front, then the back, with or without the design. 
Scallop the front and back separately, then seam 
front and back together. Make eyelets for ribbon 
or curtain cord handles. Embroider the design 
solid with a feavherstitch scroll, or the scroll may 
be worked with rice, coronation or soutache braid, | 
This bag will be found very useful in many ways. 


Pin cushion (No. 2) is made of very sheer lin- 
en. Stamp front with the design, then stamp the 
back with only the ring of eyelets and scallop. 
Embroider each piece separately, and lace together 
with ribbon running through eyelets front and 
back. The cushion should be made of a dainty 
Dretty color to show through the sheer linen. The 
design of butterflies may be worked solid in the 
French underlaid embroidery, or the wings may be 
made of lace and the edges and body worked solid. 
Baste the lace on under side of the design, and 
work edges solid, then cut the linen away from the 
wings. : 

Jewel case (No. 3) is made of silk or linen with 
chamois. Embroider the flowers and scallop in 
blue, centers of flowers in yellow, leaves in green, 
Sew. sides of pocket together, forming an envelope 
shape. A button or ribbon bow fastens the pocket 
together. 
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CHRISTMAS GIFTS 
Ideas for Hand-Embroidered Presents 


F YOU want to make a really acceptable present to a friend 
this season let it be embroidered by hand, whether your gift 
take the form of a hatband, a Directoire sash, a pincushion, 

a dressing table scarf, a work-bag or some even more practical and 
useful article, such as close friends and relatives may present to one 
another. A braided or embroidered coat or vest is something which 
every woman will hail with delight while the beautiful workbag for 
Eunice comes in very handy to hold William’s collars and cuffs at 
college if he is at all neat about keeping his laundry where the floor 
does not have to be wiped up in search for it. 

Handbags and workbags are indispensable to the Directoire gowns 
which are being worn indoors and out of doors this season. Silk 
ones, richly embroidered, serve for a variety of purposes; they hold 
lorgnettes and such other trifles as one requires at matinee or theatre ; 
they contain dancing slippers and their pretty accompaniments when 


wanted for a party, and, if built for street use they contain all the things ~ 


necessary to a vanity bag, and a. few more besides. The pattern 
offered for such a bag may either be braided or embroidered, accord- 
ing to the use for which the bag is intended, and the work may be 
done in raised French embroidery or in ‘rope-stitch, with course twist- 
ed silk. When intended to wear with a gown it should be made of 
the color and, possibly, of the material of the dress and the embroid- 
ery should harmonize with that upon the dress on which it swings. 
A work bag, pure and simple, is constructed of brighter and lighter 
hues than one would select for personal wear. The splash of bright 
color makes one’s costume for the house look so cheerful, as the 
gay bag lies in the lap and its owner wields a needle in some delicate 
fabric taken from it. 

Black and gold would make up a very handsome embroidery com- 
bination to be used with a black or yellow gown, while dark wine 
color, worked with many tints of rose and pale pink forms a beau- 
tiful combination for a workbag. Gold and silver embroidery upon 
white or pale blue is effective for evening wear, for, when one goes 
to a party one does not want to swing a bright silk reticule against 
a costume of some contrasting color. 

The design shown for bags is equally handsome for use as a 
waist front, dress panel or overskirt corners pattern. The work may 
be done with silk, metal threads, sequins sewed down upon the tracery, 
beads, put on in the same manner, or soutache braid. A good em- 
broidery pattern comes into play for many objects and this decoration 
worked on the end of a bureau scarf, with cotton floss, by no means 
looks the same as when the work is done on velvet or satin with other 
materials, 

The jewelry case has one end finished with scallops and the 
other made like an envelope flap and embroidered with satinstitch em- 
broidery, outline or rope-stitch or even trimmed with beads or se- 
quins. A good many women do not learn embroidery easily, but any- 
body can sew beads or sequins down upon a traced design and this 
form of embroidery is very attractive. 


Jewel cases should be interlined with wool or a flannel strip, 


whatever the lining material may be—and it is usually silk or satin. 
The outer side is easily made of satin or silk, although velvet and 
thin kid are much employed for this purpose. It is easy to bead or 
braid designs on kid and velvet but by no means so easy to make 
effective needle embroidery with silk floss in the usual French stitch. 
This is so fashionable that it would be best to select a stout quality of 
peau-de-soie or satin for the jewel case as these are admirable to 
work upon. This design would be very effective if embroidered in 
the end of a necktie or Directoire sash, the corners ofa dressing table 
cover, pillow shams, baby pillows, dress cuffs and waist motives, 
and as a finish on the top of a mouchoir or glove case. It is one of 
those dainty, easily worked patterns that serve for-many articles of 


both useful arid decorative quality.

Every season sees some new fancy in the way of pincushions ° 


but ever, with the novelty pincushion doll, tambourine or tinted apple, 
there appears the ever-popular regulation cushion with its detachable 


top which may be laundered and so kept always fresh and charming. 


With such a top one has only to add silk or lace rufiles around the 
colored silk of the cushion and pin the top in place. In this case 
the cushion top would be pretty made of satin or silk and worked 
with French raised embroidery, or, if the top is to be laundered, it 
should be made of sheer lawn and worked with mercerized embroid- 
ery floss. As in all the designs where the needlework takes this charac- 
ter, first outline the design with a thread run in large stitches upon the 
tracery. A double thread is best if the design is to be raised. Fill 
in the pattern by running soft filling floss back and forth in the design 
till it is raised to the: desired height, and then work crosswise, over 
the filled-in pattern, with fine mercerized floss. The work cannot be 
too close and even in this part of it, as the design will depend for 
its beauty upon the regularity of the crosswise threads. Colored silk 
floss also makes a pretty finish to a lawn cushion top, but one has 
to be careful and select only floss that will launder, as colors that 
run will spoil the prettiest embroidery ever accomplished. 

The outside scallops may be worked in the same way as the 
other outlines of the design, or they may be buttonholed over a filling 
thread, if one prefers. The embroidery edge is prettier than button- 
holing for this kind of article, although buttonholed edges are de- 
sirable when an object has to be frequently laundered. 

There are several methods of working the butterflies shown in the 
cushion design. These dainty butterflies, by the way, would make 
charming motives to embroider upon a dress front, collar tabs and 
cuff panels, and they might be worked effectively in the ends of ties 
and Directoire belts and sashes. In this case they may be worked 
solid or else the outlines of the butterfly could be worked in over- 


and-over stitch across a filled-in tracery and the inner portions of the 


wings might be done in tiny French knots, darned work, applique’ 
of silk or filet lace, or in velvet, if the cushion top is made of sill< 
satin. In any case the dots on the wings should be worked liké.*\ 


edges of them, and, if colors are used, these dots want to be of & 
rich hue that will contrast handsomely with the coloring of the but- ' 


terfly, 

Omitting the butterfly center a very attractive doily design may 
be made of the cushion top pattern, and the housekeeper k ows no 
more acceptable gift than a nice set of hand embroidered doilies 


It would be hard to mention anything in the way of a Christmas _ 


gift that it is not now the fashion to embroider. Slippers and hosiery, 
hatbands and crowns, parasols and Directoire sash ends—all demand 
embroidery. 

Many mingled hues of silk threads are to be seen in the new em- 
broideries. Broad hatbands are worked in flowers colored in all the 
hues that nature knows and many that she never heard of. One fad 
is to get a broad band of gold or silver or even straw-colored filet net 
of a very large mesh, and work upon that raised patterns of flowers 
and leaves in metallic or raised silk embroidery. Sometimes this em- 
broidery is rapidly and effectively accomplished with narrow ribbons, 
made for embroidering purposes. Such a hat band appears very 
dressy and adds much to the beauty of the towering domes of feath- 
ers and drygoods that now surmount women’s heads. 

Lace waists, embroidered with silk flowers, are among the articles 
which women need to adorn for a winter campaign of gayety, and 
embroidered waists and dress yokes and collar sets are not to be 
overlooked among the family Christmas gifts. 

Crocheted waistcoats and neckties for men are among the needle- 
work novelties which women are preparing to give their brothers and 
fathers for Christmas presents, while no girl forgets to knit or crochet 
an automobile scarf for her men friends. Embroidery, however, is 
what every man wants upon his smoking jacket and it is not much 
trouble for skilful fingers to place it there. What with embroidered 
picture frames and photograph cases, to say nothing of cushions, 
pretty things for use and ornament in the den, and the smoking outfit, 
a man manages to surround himself with plenty of the season’s fash- 
ionable needlework and not a few men are deft with the needle and 
can embroider most exquisitely.

“His explanation was plausible,’ sald 
Sager yesterday, “but I can’t make it 
public at this time.

HE tedious process of house 
af building, by which weeks and 
months used to be consumed 
before the fretting owner. could 
move into his new abode, has now 
been abridged within the space of 12 
hours. Starting on a vacant lot at 
7 a. m., William C. Carl, an; East 
fansdowne (Ill.) contractor, recent- 
ly delivered at 7 p. m. of the same day 
a $200 cottage, complete in every de- 
tail for. the occupancy of his ten- 
ants, who immediately moved in with 
their penates and furniture. | 
It will henceforth be possible, ac- 
cording to a number of contractors 
who watched with absorption Carl’s 
structure “rise like an exhalation,” 
for a person to order a new house one 
day and move into it the next. 
“Houses built while you wait’ is the 
startling new sign now added to sim- 
flar ones in many trades, necessitated 
by an age parsimonious of its time. 


SUGGESTED BY NEWSPAPERS. 


The idea of building a house in a 
day was suggested to Carl, he says, 


by observing that newspapers habit- 


ually have written, typed and printed 
in ‘a few hours enough matter to fill 
several novels. He bad often lost pa- 
tienece over the time it required him 
to complete a job. Why, he asked 
himself, could the newspapers uchieve 
so much in a space during which the 
progress accomplished in his trade 
was all but imperceptible? 

He decided that lack of organized 
system rendered building so long- 
drawn-out, and determined to learn, 
by experiment, what could be effect- 
ed in the erection of houses by adopt- 
ingethe methods successful in pro- 
ducing big dailies. ' 

When the>contractor announced 
that, for the first time in the history 
of construction, he would build a 
four-room cotttage, wire and pipe it, 
jathe, plaster and weatherboard its 
avail-, install hot. water and , and 
provide windows and doors and inside 
woodwork and mar’els, all between 
sunrise and sunset of the same day, 
he was greeted with many scoffs. 

“Yuu will have to employ so many 
workingmen,” he was warned, “that 
théy will not be able to move for be- 
ing 'n one another’s way.” 

“Not at all,” he replied, “for I 
shail direct them according to a sys- 
tem.” 

On the afternoon before which the 
experiment was to be made, all the 
‘material was deposited in pursuance 
‘of directions, on the site of the pro- 
posed house. Bricks, lumber of all 
the requisite kinds, concrete blocks, 
cement and bathroom fixtures were 
stattered about pell-r oll, it seemed to 
an observer, but in correct order, ac- 
cording to the builder's plans. 


WORKING BY SYSTEM, 


At 7 a. m. Carl marshalled his 75 
workmen into groups by trades. Plans 
of ihe house, one for each handicraft, 
wete distributed to the foremen. As 
the clock struck 7 each group marched 
brie’ ly to its appointed task.

osteopathy as “quacks.” But as curs 
after cure, often upon influential ver 
sons, was reported accomplished 
popular distrust was disarmed, ané 
state upon state, by legislative enact- 
ment or judicial decision, gave legal 
recognition to osteopathy. 

The authorized definition of os 
teopathy, according to Mrs. Belle Case 
Harrington in a recent article in the 
Cosmopolitan Magazine, is as fol- 
lows: 3 

“Osteopathy is the method of re- 
moving the cause of disease by ad- 
justment, its purpose being to restore 
the structura) condition uf the body 
to its normal state. thereby enabling 
nature, through normal activity, to 
restore health.” 

“From its name,” says Mrs. Har- 
rington, “it might be inferred that 
osteopathy deals only with the ad- 
justment of the bones. This idea is 
erroneous. Muscles, ligaments and 
the various organs of the body are 
included in the term ‘structure,’ and 
in endeavoring co restore function the 
practit‘oner seeks to secure the prop- 
er adjustment of any or all of these 
parts to each other in regard to posi- 
tion, relation and size. 

“According to this new science per- 
verted structural conditions are a 
double menace to the well-being o* 
the body; they interfere with normal 
functions, and thus disease is mani- 
fest, and at the same time the natural 
curative properties found in the body 
are held in. abeyance by this structu- 
ral irregularity, and nature is pre- 
vented from administering her own 
medicine. A structufal disarrange- 
ment, maintaining functional disor- 
der, in the language of osteopathy, is 
termed a lesion. Thus a partial dis- 
location of the hip would be called u 
lesion, and, by pressure upop the 
nerve and its adjacent tissues, woud 
produce the functional disorder 
known as sciatica. 

“A muscular lesion may be formed 
by the contraction of the muscles «t 
the back of the neck. These contract-

How these so-called “lesions,” in 
the osteopathic sense, are regarded 
as the causas of most diseases is ex- 
plained as follows by the author:

ing the supply of blood carried insu?- 
ficient properly to nourish the or- 
gan which the artery supplies; by 
pressure upon a vein, which prevents 
the removal of all. waste material in 
the system; and by pressure upon 
those lymph glands which gather up 


the nutrient elements and convey 
them to the blocd, thus causing im- 
poverishment of tne organs which 
they supply. . 

“During treatment, the patient is 
placed upon a-tfeating table or stool 
Only superfluous accessories of dress 
are removed, and the practitioner, by 
his intimate knowledge of the human 
structure, notes any departure from 
normal conditions, and, by an intel- 
ligent, adjustive process, based upon 
mechanical and physiological laws.

HURCH building, especially in 
communities of workingmen, 
may be revolutionized by a 
novel and feasible plan invented by 
Rev. Henry Harris of East St. Louis, 
Iil,, whereby the members of the 
Goodrich Congregational Church, 
numbering 65 souls, with a capital of 
only $5Q0 cash, are obtaining posses- 
sion of a $10,000 edifice without in- 
curring indebtedness. 

In the Congregational Church, as in 
most other denominations, there is a 
building association, pledged to con- 
tribute a dollar for every dollar a 
congregation raises for the erection 
of a church. Rev. Harris’ idea was 
to render the congregation’s contribu- 
tion in labor instead of cash, a sub- 
stitute which the building association 
proved willing to accept. 

If, Rev. Mr.

~*Harris part equipped to 


direct and hearten by his own manual 


- assistance the labors of the working- 
men in the half-dozen cities where he 
_has erected churches under his sys- 
tem. Their work has been contrib- 
uted gratis, and the wages which they 
would have been paid charged against 
the building association in favor of 
the church. 
A UNIQUE SYSTEM 

For tustance, if a full-fledged brick- 
layer works a day upon the building, 
he is credited with $5 on the books of 
the church, which amount is also 
charged against the building associa- 
tion. Rev. Mr. Harris has been aid- 
ed in his work in Tlinois by _ the 
Springfield Association of Congrega- 
tional Churches, whieh allows him a 
dollar for every dofar’s worth of 
work done gratuitously by ene of his 
congregation. . The building associa- 
tion then gives another

first step toward the erection of a 
permanent church, of which he pro- 
posed to take charge. A number of 
the older citizens, who said they 
wanted a place of worship “like civ- 
ilized people,” warned him of the 
situation.

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THE OLD-TIME CHURCH BUILDER 


LMOST every religious denomination nas its so-called “church 
builders,” ministers noted for their address and ingenuity in 
raising large sums of money for the erection of places of wor- 

ship. Wherever there is a community whose enthusiasm has become 
somewhat stagnant and where a new church is needed, one of these 
He begins his work With the dexterity of an 


His favorite method is to organize “rallies,” by which the ardor 
of the congregation is heated to the point of parting with its money. 
The collections are planned with great skill. 

One man is chosen to begin the contributions with a certain sum, 
say $100. Another is picked to follow with $200, and another with 
$500. Usually these stimulations are bona fide, and result in a shower

At the end of that time the 
cellar was finished. 

“Boys,” then announced Rev. Mr. 
Harris, adopting their own dialect, 
“you are the first ‘gang’ that ever 
made me back up from fatigue.” 

The miners received with great 
complacency this compliment to their 
backs and shoulders, inured to the 
strain of the spade, and insisted upon 
constructing walls of concrete for the 
basement. Their labor completed the 
church. 

When the minister-pioneer arrived 
in East St. Louis a year ago to take 
charge of a forlorn hope there, he 
found, as his charch, a yawning base- 
ment full of water and a small con- 
gregation, most of whom were out of 
work on account of the financial de- 
pression. An indebtedness of nearly 
$500 was saddled on the excavation. 
His instructions were to sell the well- 
walled basement if he~found it im- 
practicable to complete the church 
which had been planned. 

He studied the blue prints embody- 
ing the plans of the proposed church, 
and ingeniously modified them so as

day after day the men, though idle, 
ungrudgingly gave their labor free to 
their church.

As a result, today the church is 
practically finished. In the meantime, 
Rev. Harris showed his ability for 
finance by paying the outstanding 
debts and raising $500 in cash to aid 
the erection of the church. 

The Goodrich Congregational 
Church, at Nineteenth street and 
Bond avenue, East St. Louis, is a 
mile from-the nearest place of wor- 
ship. The population within this ra- 
dius, though dense, has never been 
able to own a place of worship. 


A HANDSOME STRUCTURE 


It is a handsome brick structure, 
with a decorative belfry, and its red 
body is relieved by ornaments of 
white stone. In the basement is a 
commodious room for minor meet- 
ings, and above is a spacious audi- 
torium for services. Adjacent is a 
roomy parsonage of elght rooms. The 
edifice proudly overlooks the neigh- 
borhood, a striking monument to the 
ingenuity and labors of its builder, 
whose own hands laid many of its 
bricks, sawed many of its beams and 
drove uncounted nails into its walls. 

Rev. Mr. Harris, 42 years old, is in 
the prime of life and of magnificent 
physique. Constant toil has kept his 
shoulders as broad and athletic, his 
back and chest muscles as massive 
and his biceps as hard as when he de- 
op smashing blows upon the an- 
vil. 

His eyes are his most handsome 
feature, being clear and keen, mir- 
rors of enthusiasm and strength. His 
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tireless will is stamped on his jaws, 
which seem clasped with iron bands. 
But the voice which issues from his 
tightly-clenched lips is gentle and 
modest. 

His large hands are scarred with 
toil and eloquently procla'm their 
power with the sledge and their dex- 
terity with the saw and plane.

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“This year,” sang the press agent in a descrip- 
tion of the affair which one may take as authen- 
tic, “the procession of red-coated walters bearing 
a baron of beef weighing close to 500 pounds and 
the traditional boar’s head was one of the most 
spectacular features, but not the only one.” 

Note: It was a baron of beef and not a beef 
baron, which the “red-coated waiters’’—also a 
reminder of Old England—cafried before the as- 
sembled lords of the packing houses. And lest 
you forget, if you ever knew, the press agent here 
interpolated in his description of the dinner, “The 
lordly baron”—baron of beef, not beef baron, 
understand—“got its title, by the way, in due 
form and after aue process of law, as a result of 
a merry jest by that merry if immoral monarch, 
King Charles II.” 

Continues the press agent: “After the lordly 


‘baron (of beef) had received its due meed of ap- 


plause and taken its place on the table reserved 
for it in front of the speakers’ table, a fanfare 
of trumpets announced the entrance of another 
procession consisting of 40 little carts modeled 
after those in use at the famous old Simpson Inn, 
London.” 

Observe the nicety of expression on the part of 
the press agent. I[t was not a “blare,” nor yet 
a “flare” of trumpets that blared and flared at 
the banquet of the barons, as was erroneously 
stated at the beginning of th‘s article, but a “fan- 
fare.” “Fanfare” is good, borrowed by the pack- 
ers, possibly, like “many of her most pleasing 


ceremonies,” from old England, although it has 
gotten into American dictionaries, where it is ex- 
plained as “A flourish or call sounded by trump- 
ets, bugles or a hunting horn.” The latter in 
this instance, doubtless, for were not the beef 
barons who assembled around the baron of beef 
engaged in hunting—hunting favorable public 
opinion? But to continue, and to quote, concern- 
ing the banquet: 

“Each cart was attended by a cook-carver and 
four red-coated waiters in knee breeches”’—the

“Before the carvers had well got to work the 
trumpets ‘sound,’ the doors at the end of the 
hall are thrown open once more and a third pre 
cession, this time in honor of the musty old 
ale, enters.” Ah-ha! “Musty old ale!” Doth it 
not sound of old England? 

“Once more the tour around the hall was made, 
and once more the baritone sang the praises of 
the beverage which has made English inns famous 
for centuries past. The ale, brewed in England, 
was poured from tankards specially made for the 
occasion in Ohio”—O, the pity of it, that they 
could not have been made in old England instead 
of a State heretofore famous only for the mere 
making of presidents! But they were “modeled 
after tankards which were common in England 
in the latter part of the fifteenth century,” and 
that helped some. 

Also: “The mugs used by the banqueters were 
similar in design and material to the tankards and 
were used at the same time. Both the tankards 
and the mugs were made of solid copper, riveted 
together and lined with porcelain. They bore the 
monogram of the association and were carried 
away as souvenirs by those who drank out of 
them.”
